The blood vessels attached to the 
navel before birth pass through the 
baby’s muscle wall After birth 
this spilt or “hole” usually closes 
up promptly, but in some babies it 
remains open for months or even 
years 

When there is this split if the 
baby cries or is muscularly active 
a portion of the intestine may push 
into the opening. Usually, it goes 
back without difficulty but if it 
should become caught here and 
pinched off, that would be « serious 
situation, which might demand 
| Surgery 

The condition is handled success- 
fully by strapping the navel with 
adhesive or a special surgical band- 
age until such time gs the split 
closes over by itself. Meanwhile, 
the bandage prevents the intestine 
from slipping through the split and 
So no strangulation can occur 

In many cases the slight puffiness 
needs no treatment at all. Many 
children of four or more years have 
protruding navels without causing 
them the least difficulty. Obvious- 
ly, this decision should be leh up 
the baby’s doctor 
As for the crying, the baby does 
not get an umbilical hernia because 
of hard crying. It only shows up 
more prominently at that time. It 
is a condition which is present at
